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SPEECH of we Honoveaste Mr Tuomas Erskine, 
on the trial of \Loxv Grorce Gorpon for Hicu 
Treason. 

Gentlemen of the Fury, 

Mr Kenyon having informed the Court that we propefe to call on 
‘no other witnefles, it isnew my duty to addrefs myfelf to you, as coun- 
fel for the noble prifoner at the bar, the whole evidence being clofed. 
Tufe the word clojed, becaufe it is certainly not finifhed, fince I have 
been obliged to leave the place in which I fat, to difentangle myfelf 
from the volumes of names wLich lay there under my feet, which, if 
it had been neceffary for the prifoner’s defence, would have confirmed 
all the faéts that are already in evidence before you. 

Gentlemen, I feel myfelf entitled to expeé both from you and from 
the Court, the greateft indulgence and attention. 1 am indeed a 
greater obje& of yeur compaffion than even my noble friend whom I 
am defending. He refts feewre in confcious innecence, and in the well- 
plaved affurance that that innocence can fuffer no ftain in your hands. 
Net fo with me; I ftand up before you a troubled, I am afraid a guilty 
man, in having prefumed to accept of the awful tafk which I am now 
called upon to perform; a tafk which my learned friend that fpoke be- 
fore me, who has juitly rifen by extraordinary capacity and experience 
10 the higheft rank in his prefetfion, has fpoken of with that diftruft 
and diffidence which becomes every Chrijtian in a cafe of blood. If Mr 
Kenyon has fuch feelings, think what mine muft be. Alas! Gentle- 
Ben, whoam 1? a young man of little experience, unufed to the bar 
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of criminal courts, and finking under.the dreadful confcionfnels of that 
inexperience. [ have, however, this confolation, that ne ignorance or 
inattention on my part can poffibly prevent you from fring, under 
the diredion of the Judges, that the Crown has Wah” @f mo cafe of 
treafon. ’ 

Gentlemen, 1 did expeét that the Attorney-General, in opebing a 
great and folemn (tate profecution, would have at lealt indulged the 
advocates for the prifoner with his notions onthe law of High T'reafon, 
as applied to the cafe hefove you, in lefs general terms. It is very 
common, indeed, iw little civil a€tions, 2 make fuch obfeure intro- 
ductions by way of trap; but in cafes of bleod, it is unufual dhd unbe- 
coming, becaufe the right of the Crown to reply, even where/no evi- 
deuce is called by the prifoner, gives it thereby thg advantage of re- 
plying, without having given feope for obfervation on the principles 
of the opening with which the reply muft be confiftent. One oblferva- 
tion he has, however, made on tbe fubject, in the truth of which I 
heartily concur, viz. That the crime of which the noble prifoner at 
your bar ftands accufed, is certainly the very Lighe/t and mot aftrocions 
that a member of civil life can poffibly commit, becaufe it is not, like 
all other crimes, merely an injury to fociety from the breach of fome of 
its reciprocal relations, but is an attempt utterly to diflolve and deftroy 
fociety altogether. , 

In nothing, therefore, is thé wifdom and ju/tice of our laws { ftrong- 
ly and eminently manife(ted, as in the rigid, sccurate, cautious, expli- 
cit, ugequivocal definition of what thall conititute this high offence ; 
for High ‘Treaton confifting, as 1 have faid, in the breach apd diflolu- 
tton of that allegiance wlieh binds Wélety together, if ir were left am- 
biguous, uecertainyor undefined, all the other Jaws @itab‘ithed’ for the 
perfonal fecurity of the fubject would be utterly ufelefs; fince this of- 
fence which, from its nature, is fo capable of being created.and judged 
of by rules of political expediency on the {pur of the decation, would 
be a rod at will to bruife the moft virtuous membersof the community, 
whenever that virtue might become troublefome of obnoxious to a bad 
government. 

Injuries to the perfons and propertics of our neighbours, confidered 
as individuals, which are the fubjeéts ofall other criminal profecutions, 
are not only capable of greater percifion, but the powers of the (tate 
can be bat rarely interéfted in {training them beyond their legal inter- 
pretation; but if raeason, where the government itfelf jis direatly 
offended, were left to the judgment of its miniiters, without any 
‘boundaries, nay, without the mott broad, diftintt, and srviclai/e boun- 
“daries marked out by law, there could be no public freedom, and the 
condition of an Englifhman would be no -better, than flave at the fout 
of a Sultan; fince there is little difference whether a man dies by the 
ftroke of a‘fabre, without the form of a trial, or by ‘the moft pom- 
pous ceremonies of ju(tice, if the crime could be made at pleafure by 
the {tate to fit the fact that was to be tried,, Woutid to God, gentie- 
men of the Jury, that this was an obfervation in theory alone, and 
that the page of our hiltory was not blotted with fo many melancholy 
difgiaceful proofs of its truth. But thefe proofs, melancholy and dif- 
graceful as they are, have become glorious monuments of the wifdom 
of our fathers, and ought to be a theme of rejoicing and emulatiun to 
us. For, from the miichiefs conitantly atiling to the flate from every 
extenfion of the ancient law of Treafon, the ancient law of ‘T'reafon 
has always been reltoved, and the conttitution at different periods 
wathed clean, though, unhappily with the blood of oppreffed and inno- 
cent men. 

When I fpeak of the ancient law of treafon, I mean the venerable 
ftatute of King Edward the Third, on which the indictment you are 
now trying is framed; a ftatute made, as its preamble fets forth, 
for the more precife detnition of this-crime, which had not by the 
common law been fuficiently explained, and confifting of different 
and diftinét members, the plain unextended letter which was 
thought to be a fufficient protection to the perfou and hondar of the 
Sovercign, aid an adequate feewrity, to che laws committed to his exe- 
cution. ¥ 

I thall mention only two of the number, the others not being in the 
remoteft degree applicable to the prefent accusation. 

To compa/s or imagine the death of the King ; fach imagination or pur- 
pofe of the mind, vifible only to its ge author, being manifefted by 
fome open aét; an inftitution obvioufly directed not only to the fecurity 
of his natural perfon, but to the ftability of the aenrnt the life of 
the Prince being fo interwoven with the conftitution of th ftate, that 
an attempt to deftroy the one, is juftly held to be a rebellious confpi- 
racy againtt the other.

‘This wife conttruction thas been the fubje@ of moch juibe r 
by all the moit celebrated writers on the criminal law of England. Lord 
Coke jays, that the Parliament that made it was on thet account call 
ed “ Benedigtion” or * Blefied ;” and thé learned and-virtuons Judge 
Hale, a bitter enemy and oppoier of conitructive treafons, {peaks of 
this facted inftitution with that enthufiafm which it cennot but infpive 
in the breaft of every lover of thé jult privileges of mankind. 
Gentlemen, In thefe mild days, when juries are fo free, and 
fo independent, perhaps all thefe obfervations might have been fpared 
as unneceflary ; but they can do no harm, and this hiftory of treafon, 
fo honourable to to England, cannot, even imperfedtly as I hage givent 
it, be unpleafant to Englithmen. At all events, it cannot be thought 
an inapplicable introduction te faying, that Lord George Gordon, whé 
ftands before you indi&edfer that crime, is not, cannot be guilty of it, 
uulefs he has levied war againft the King in his realm, contrary to the 
plain letter, {pirit, and intention of the 25th of Edward NL. to be 
extended by no new or ocedfional cowjiruftions, to be frainéd by na fantied 
“anclogics, ‘to be meafured by no rules af pees expediency, to be jn of 
by wo theory, to be determined by the ~wifdom of no individual, however wife; 
bat to be exposnuded by the fimple genuine letter of the law, 
Geotlemen, the only overt aét charged in the indidment is the a& 
fembing the multitude, which we all of us remember went up with the 
petition of the Aifociated Proteftants on the 2d day of laff June. And 
in addrefling myfelf to a humane and fenfible Jury of Enylithmen, fit- 
ting in judgment on the life of a fellow-citizen, more efpecially under 
the direction of a Court fo filled as thisis, I tru I need not remind you 
that the condition, purpofes, and behaviour of that multitude, as origi- ~ 
‘naily aflembled on that day, and the purpofes and aé’s of him that af 
fembled them, are the fole obje¢ts of inveftigation ; and that ali the dit 
mal coni¢quences which followed, and which natuia!ly link themfelves 
with this (ubjeét in the firmeft minds, pratt be altogether cur’off and abe 
{tracted from your attention, further than the evidence warrants their ad= 
m ffion. Indeed, if the evidence had been coextenfire with thefe confe- 
quences—If it had been proved that the fame multitude under the di« 
rection of Lord Georye Gordon had afterwards attacked the Banh, broke 
open the prifons, and fet London in ‘a conflagration, I thould not now 
be addrefling you. Do me.the jultice to believe, that I am neither fo 
foolith as to imagine I could have defended him, nor fo ofligate as to © 
wiih it, if J me oy But when it has appeared, not a by the evi- 
denec in the caufe, but by the evidence of the thing itielf, by the iflues 
of life, which may by called the evidence of Heaven, that thefe dreads 
ful events were cither entirely unconneéted with the affembing of that 
multitude to attend the Petition of the Proteftants, orat the very wortt, i 
the unforefeen, undefigned, unabetted, deeply eon: rc 
of it, I confeds the ferioufnefs and folemnity of this trial fink and 
away. Only abttraét from your minds all that misfortune, accident, — 
and the wickednefs of others have brought upon the feene, and the 
caufe requires no Advocates When I fay it requires no Advocate, f 
mean that ic requires no argument to fcreen it from the ghilt of treafon. 
For though I am perfectly convinced of the purity of my noble friend's - 
intentions, yet | am not bound to defend its prudence, nor to fet it up 
asa pattern for imitation ; fince you are not trying him for iniprudence, 
for an indifcreet zeal, or for want of forefight ee precaution, but for a 
deliberate and malicious pre-determination to overpower the laws and 
government of his country by hoftile rebellious force. : : 
» Whe indiQment firlt charges, that the multitude affembled on the ad’ 
of fume were armed and arrayed in a warlike manners whiclt; ee, 
had it omitted to charge, we fhould not have troubled you with any 
defence at all, becaufe no judgment could have been given on fo defees « 
tive an indictment, for the ftatute never meant to put an unarmed a@ 
fembly of citizens on a fuoting with armed rebellion; and the crime, 
whatever it is, muft always appear of the face of the record to warrant 
thejudgment of the Court. qeet. 
.' is indeed true, that it has been held to be a matter of evidence, and 
dependent on circumftanees, what numbers or fpecies of equipment and 
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Secondly, which is the crime charged in the indictment, fo /evy war 
againft bim in his realm, a term that one would think could require no 
explanation;cr admit of any ambiguous conilrudtion among men who 
are willing to read laws according to the plain figni cation of the lan- 
guage in which they are written, but which has, nevertheleis, been an 
abundant foureé of that conftructive cavil whichabis facred and valua- 
ble act was made exprefsly to prevent. The real meaning ot this 
branch of it, as it is bottomed in policy, reafon, and juice; as it is 
ordained in plain unambiguous words; as it is¢onfirme: by the prece- 
dents of juftice, and illultrated by the writings.of the great lights of 
the law in different ages of our hiftory, I thall, before [ have done, ith- 
. prefs upon your minds, as a fafe unerring ftandard, by which to mea- 
fure the evidence you have heard—at pre¢fent I {hall only ‘ay, that far 
and wide as judicial decifions have, in the leoie manner you have 
heard, {trained the conftruétion of /evying wor beyond the warrant of 
the (tatute, to the difeontent of fome of the greatelt ornaments of the 
profeffion, they hurt not me—as a citizen I may difapprove of them, 
hut as advocate for the noble perfon at your bar, I need not impeach 
their authority ; becaufe none of them have faid more than this, That 
war may be levied againft the King in his realm, not only by an infur- 
rection to change or to deftroy the fundamental conititution of the go- 
vernment itfelf by rebellious war, but by the fame war to endeavour 
to fupprefs the execution of the laws it has enaéted, or to violate and 
overbear the protection they afford,not to individuals,( which is a private 
wrong), but to any general clafs or defcription of the community, by 
premeditated open acts of violence, hoftility and force. 

Gentlemen, | repeat thefe words, and call folemnly on the judges to 
attend to what I fay, and to contradict me if I mittake the law by pre- 
mediatted open aéts of violence, hoftility, and force—nothing equivocal, 
nothing ambiguous, no intimidations, or overawings, which figuifiy no» 
thing precife or certain, becaufe what frightens one man, or fet of men, 
may have no effeét upon another; but that which compells and coerces. 
Open violence and force, gentlemen, this is not only the whole text, but 
I fubmit it to the learned judges, under whofe correction I am happy to 
fpeak, an accurate explanativn of the ftatute of th eafon, as far as it re- 
lates to the prefent fubje@&, taken in its utmoft extent of judicial con- 
ftruétion; and which you cannot but fee, not only in its letter, but in 
its moft ftiained fignification, is confined to acts, which immediately, 
openly, and unambiguoully, ftrike at the very root and being of go- 
vernment, and not to any other offences, however injurious to its 

eace. 
i Such were the boundaries of High Treafon marked out in the reign 
of Edward LIT. and as often as the vices of bad Princes affifted by weak 
fubmiflive parliaments, extended {late offences beyond the ttriét letter of 
that aét, as often has the virtue of better Princes and wifer parliaments 
brought them back again. 

A long lift of new. treafons, which had grown up in the wietched 
reign’ of Richard II. which, to ule the language of the act which repéal- 
ed them, no man knew what to do or fay, for dvudt of pe snr of death, 
weie {wept away in the firft year of Henry JV. his fucceflor, and matty 
more which had again {prong up, and accumulated in the following 
diftra€ted arbitrary reigns, putting tumults and riots on a footing with 
armed rebellion, were again levelled in the firft year of Qucen Marty, 
and the ftatute of Edward made once more the ftandard of treafons, 





The fecurity indeed of his prefent Majefty’s illuftrious houfe, from the 





order, though uot the regular. equipment and order of toldiers, thall 
conftitute an army, fo as to maintain the avermentin the indi¢iment of 
@ warlike array; and likewife what kinds of violence, though net point+ 
ed at the King’s perton or the exiftence of the government, {hall he con- 
| ftraed to be war agvinft the Kivg. But it has never yet been maintain- 
ed in argument, in any court of the Kingdom, or even {peculated upon” 
in theory, that-a muititude, witheut either wea five or defens 
five of any fort or kind, and yet not fupplying the want of them by 
fuch ads of violence as multitudes fulliciently great can-atchieve 
without them; as it has never been aiferted by the wildeft ade 
venturer. in conftructive treafon, that fuch a multitude armed wit 
nothing, threatening nothing, and doing nothing, as an army lew 
vying war, 1am intitled to fay, the evidence does not fipport the firft 
charge in the indi@ment ; but that, on the contrary, it is mapifeitly 
falfe—in the knowledge of the Crown which proftcuted the indiétinent, 
—falie in the knowledge of every man in London, who was not bed- 
ridden on Friday the ad of June, and who faw the peaceable demea- 
’ nour of the affociated Proteftants. But you wi.) hear, no doubt, from 
the Solicitor-Geueral, for they have faved ail their intelligence for the 
reply—fury fupplies arms, “* Furor “arma mixiffrat,” and the cafe of 
Damance will, 1 tappofe, be referred to, where the people a 
had no banners or arms, but only clubs and bludgcons; yet the ringe 
leader that led them on to mifchicf was adjudged to be guilty of High 
Treafon for levying war. This juigment ie is not my purpote to inte 
peach, for I have no time for digreflion to points that do not prefs up} 
on me. e , \ 
In the cafe of Damance, the mob, though not regularly armed, were 
provided with fuch weapons as beit fuited their mifchievous defi 
Their defigns were opep and avowed, and al! the mifchief was done 
that,could be done, had they been in the compleatelt armour, \ They 
burnt diffenting meeting-houles protected by law, and Damance was 
taken at their head, fugs ante deiitio, with a torch in his hand; not ou- 
ly in the very act of deitroying one of them, but leadingyon his fol- 
lowers in perfon to the avowed dettruction of all the ret. “There could 
therefore be no doubt of dis purpote and intention, nor any doubt 
that the perpetration of fuch purpofes was from its r Hioxw 
Treason, if perpetrated by fuch a force as diflinguithes a felonious 
riot from a treafonable levying of war.

We! ate not trying a queftion 
cither of divinity or civil policy, and I thall therefore not enter at all 
into the motives or merits of the aét that produced the Proteftant, pe- 
tition to Parliament ; it. was certainly introduced by perfons that can- 
not be named by. any, good citizen, without affedtion and refpedt ; but

Soon after the repeal of the aét, the Proteftant Affociation was form- 
ed, and, from fmall beginnings, extended over all England and Scot- 
land. A deed of aflociation was fignedl, by all legal means to oppofe the 
growth of Popery, and which of the@dvocates of the Crown will ftand 
up and fay, that fach ad union was illegal?

name of the whole body; and from that day to the day that he was 
committed to the Tower, 1 will lead him by the hand, in your view, 
that you may fee there is no blame in him, even theagh all his beha- 
viour was unreferved and.public; and though watched by wicked men 
for purpofes of yengeanee, the Crown has totally failed in giving it
